Section 2 (g) i. is intended to 
sive a sub-lessee protection only 
against bis own immediate lessor. 
Otherwise when a lessee becomes’ 
uable to an order under section 4 
ne ecald at once sublet and-the 
iezsor would have no effectual re- 
medy and could not recover pos- 
session against the sub-lessee. 

I think I have fairly set ont the 
aubstance ef Mr. Nash’s argu- 
ment. My difficulty in accepting 
his positicn is that if he is right 
it becomes necessary to construe 
the expression “tenant” whether 
standing alone or in conjunction 
with the words “in actual occupa- 
tion” in section 4 (1) im two dif- 
ferent senses and this 1 am un- 
willing to do if it can be avoided. 
Cf. Beal Principles of-Legal Inter- 
pretation 2nd edition page 316.

This is I think not an ordinary 
and reasonable construction to put 
upon the section. It may be that 
Tam bound to an exceptional con- 
struction here in view ef the terms 
of section 2 (g) (f.). Bat I think 
that the words there used “shall 
be deemed to be the tenant in 
actual) occupation of such domestie 
tenement as regards his immediate 
fessor” have not the force con- 
tended for by the plaintiff.

lessee covers him not only in his 
occupatiion by himself, his family 
and his servants: but extends also 
to his occupation by a sub-tenart.

Otherwise. a lessor 
could get possession as against the 
lessee of any part of the tenement 
rot actually occupied by the lessee 
himself, his family or servants. 

It preserves in short not: merely 
the oecupational, but also the con- 
tractual rights of a lessee. Any 
other construction, I think, fails to 
reconcile 2 (g) (~) with 2 (g) (ii): 

This leaves me free to construe 
section 4 (1) sy I think ex facie it 
ought to be construed—as mean- 
ing that recovery of possession can 
only be ordered under sub-section 
(a), £8), (e) and (d} of section 4 
(1) against the tenant himself who 
has given notice to quit or has 
made default: not against bis sub- 
tenants. Hf the provisions of 4 (1) 
(g) have been complied with, the 
lessor can deal with the rights of 
his immediate lessee: and the new 
lessee succeeds to those rights 
only, as against the sub-lessees. I 
have considered. very carefally 
the case of Hylton rv. Heal, 1921. 2 
KB. 438, That is a decision on 
the English Act of 1920.
